Chase ends with driver running

Pendleton County Sheriff 
Craig Peoples recovered items for 
manufacturing methamphetamine 
from suspects he chased last week.

Brandon McDowell, 30, of 
Falmouth, was operating the 1983 
Ford pickup truck. "McDowell 
fled on foot,” said Peoples. Chief 
Deputy Todd Dennie followed 
him on foot. “Eventually McDow¬ 
ell dropped a bag he had been car¬ 
rying filled with items to manu¬ 
facture methamphetamine," said 
Peoples. 

Arthur Courtney, 35, of Falmouth, 


a passenger in the truck apparently 
bailed out of the vehicle and 
received scrapes on his body from 
the roadway. Sheriff Peoples said, 
"Courtney had just shot up with 
heroin and overdosed." 

Peoples said that the case is 
still under investigation and charg¬ 
es are pending.

Albert Jameson monument

('Correction to September 
16 ’ 2014 article) 

To quote a poem by Lewis 
Carrol, “He thought he saw 
an elephant that practiced on 
a fife. He looked again and 
found it was a letter from his 
wife.” That was a mistake. 
Here’s another one. In the 
September 16th article about 
Albert Allen Jameson I said, 
“Albert and his family attend¬ 
ed the Methodist Church on 
Shelby Street in downtown 
Falmouth.” That was a mis¬ 
statement of fact. Albert and 
his family attended the Fal¬ 
mouth Christian Church 
from 1873 until 1885. 
Albert’s father, George, took 
part in the actual construc¬ 
tion of Falmouth Christian. 
George and his family moved 
to Covington, Kentucky in 

1885. 

A stone monument, 
which sits in the front 
churchyard of Falmouth 
Christian was dedicated to 
Albert Allen Jameson in 1998 
and it reads: “Albert A. Jame¬ 
son 1868-1944. Born in Fal¬ 
mouth, March 5, 1868, A.A. 


Jameson attended this church 
from 1873 to 1885. As an 
early camp expert with the 
YMCA, he became a promi¬ 
nent figure with The Boy 
Scouts of America.

Freedom or disaster? 


“Dropping Back In” 


The following was written 
on November 28, 2003, and 
appeared in The Falmouth Out¬ 
look. Revised slightly, I offer it as 
a bench mark piece to gauge 
how fast our society is changing 
and the possible and probably 
conflict with other cultures. 

The speaker for Rotary, 
Superintendent Patrick Clore, 
had just given a stimulating 
program, reciting programs 
for which the public schools 
were responsible today, well 
over 50 as I recall, in contrast 
to reading, writing and arith¬ 
metic, when he first began his 
career as a teacher. Then, he 
pointed out that the most 
important factor in how well a 
student does in school is the 
involvement and support of 
his or her family; he closed by 
saying that the family unit has 
continued to disintegrate in 
American society. 

As I arose to close the 
meeting, fresh in my mind was 
the decision of the Massachu¬ 
setts Supreme Court that a 
civil union between same sex 
partners was legitimate and 
constitutional, and I connect¬ 
ed the rise in gay rights to the 
breakdown of the American 
family. I was leading the 
parade of condemnation until 
an attorney who was present, 
protested forcefully the thesis 
of my argument, pointing out 
that there are multiple causes 
of the breakdown of the Amer¬ 
ican family and that the tradi¬ 
tional family was already in 
serious trouble before the 
advent of gay rights. 

Surprised by this unex¬ 
pected challenge, I knew she 
was right and staggering intel¬ 


lectually from this hard right 
hand to the jaw, I stammered 
something about, “Have you 
ever heard a hen crow?” And I 
hung on the ropes and prayed 
for the bell. In this case a dip¬ 
lomatic member rang the bell 
by shifting our discussion to a 
less volatile subject. 

The respite allowed some 
oxygen to my brain—it takes 
longer than it used to—and I 
said something about a nation 
that does not know history is 
doomed to repeat it, and I 
cited Will Durant in his clas¬ 
sic, Caesar and Christ , who 
documented that the Roman 
Empire became so corrupt, 
morally, in its latter stages, 
that it deported homosexuals 
and arrested prostitutes and 
welcomed Christianity for its 
emphasis on family and mor¬ 
als; making it the state reli¬ 
gion. Christianity survived but 
not the Roman Empire for its 
moral fabric had become so 
rotten, its discipline so eroded, 
its will so dissipated that it col¬ 
lapsed from within, just as 
Khrushchev had predicted for 
the United States. Although 
Khrushchev and communism 
are mitigated, his prediction is 
eerily ominous as our collec¬ 
tive morals, discipline and 
will, appear to be teetering on 
the brink of an abyss. 

Do you think we have 
gone too far? Not far enough, 
some say. Yesterday’s unaccept¬ 
able (divorce, premarital sex, 
abortion, homosexuality, 
group sex, domestic partner¬ 
ships and soon, same sex mar¬ 
riages) are todays acceptable. 
Groups exist that promote 
adult-child sex. Expect an alli¬ 


ance of academics, theologians 
and Hollywood to water board 
this into our cultural con¬ 
sciousness, until it becomes 
commonplace. In pursuit of 
freedom we have embraced 
license and now licentious¬ 
ness. 

No one wants to be the 
bedroom police. However, it’s 
this licentiousness connection 
to the American family that 
gives cause for concern, for the 
family is the great transmitter 
of culture such as what is right 
and wrong, attitudes, values, 
and patriotism. 

I close with two anecdotes 
that illustrate what I think 
should be. Both of them were 
told by my Father, Cyrus Col¬ 
lins, while teaching me and 
others at the Elkatawa Grade 
School. He said that Abraham 
Lincoln walked three miles to 
pay a man three cents for a 
debt he had incurred. He was 
pilloried in the press, but was 
known to the masses as “Hon¬ 
est Abe.” 

Nathan Hale was captured 
by the British and sentenced 
to be hanged for spying. As 
they tightened the noose 
around his neck he said, “I 
regret that I have but one life 
to give for my country.” My 
Father’s lower lip began to 
quiver as he said, “I wish I 
could have died defending our 
nation!” 

PS My editor-in-house, 
Janice, does not particularly 
like this article. She says that it 
is too much about sex and not 
enough about other causes 
concerning the decline of the 
American family! I can now 
see where she is probably right!

The goal of the program 
was to introduce students to 
urban planning practices and 
identify potential improve¬ 
ments to areas in the com¬ 
munity important to them. 
Students presented three 
ideas to the panel and par¬ 
ticipated in broader discus¬ 
sion regarding the ideas. 

One of these ideas was to 
renovate the New Pastime 
Theater in Falmouth to cre¬ 
ate a source of entertainment 
and a positive impact in the 


community. Students pro¬ 
posed that the opening of 
this theatre could be the cat¬ 
alyst for future economic 
growth; coffee shops, dance 
studios, etc. on Shelby Street. 
The group also listed creat¬ 
ing jobs for high school stu¬ 
dents another positive 
impact of opening the New 
Pastime Theatre. 

The 2013-14 GATES 
City Planning group who are 


now sophomores received a 
special invitation to tour the 
inside of the Pastime Theater 
and discuss renovation ideas 
with new owner Sebastian 
Ernst. Ernst has bought the 
theatre and is in the process 
of full renovation. The 
opportunity meant a great 
deal to each student and they 
are fully ready to help sup¬ 
port Ernst and this theater in 
any way they can.

Since the stories were passed 
down through the years, each 
person’s version was a little dif¬ 
ferent than someone else’s. I’m 
sure glad somebody started 
writing those Jack Tales down.

So Jack started 
dealing with mountain life, coal 
mining, animals, poverty and 
other things the Appalachian 
folks dealt with. Seemed as if of 
Jack was always getting himself 
into a right smart amount of 
trouble, but in the end he 
always came out smellin’ like a 
rose.” 

Chloe and I rifled through 
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the books. We saw Jack in the 
Beanstalk, Jack the Giant Killer 
and even Jack Frost. Here I’d 
thought the stories I’d discov¬ 
ered were new. I couldn’t believe 
they had such a long and 
important history. 

Once we had looked 
through the Jack Tales, we want¬ 
ed to see what was in the rest of 
the box. There were books on 
coal mining, basket weaving, a 
catalog of Kentucky-made 
brooms, and stacks and stacks 
of newspapers. Some were really 
old and some were current. 

“Why do you have old 
newspapers, Mr. B.?” I asked. 
“Isn’t the news old?” 

“Well little fellar, there are 
stories I wanted to remember, a 
picture or two of kinfolk, some 
important basketball games my 
Cats won, the obituaries of 
some dear friends, and even 
some old favorite recipes. Take a 
look.” 

Mom, Dad, Chloe and I 
thumbed through the newspa¬ 
pers. I never realized reading old 
news could be so interesting. It 
was fun to see facts from years 
past, grocery store prices in the 
old advertisements, and what 
recipe won a ribbon at the 
county fair in 1941. 

“Do any of you have this 
week’s newspaper?” I asked. If 
reading old news was exciting, I 
could only imagine how thrill¬ 
ing current news would be! I 
read the comics, the weather 
forecast and the box scores of 
the high school basketball team. 
However, it was in Section C, 
page 1, column 2 where I read 
the headline that was written 
completely for me!

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory 
basis of the County Sheriff of Pendleton County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31, 2013, and 
the related notes to the fmanciat statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in 
accordance with accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate 
compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting as described in Note 1. 
Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal control 
relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement that is free from material 
misstatement, whether due to fraud or eiTor. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted 
our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the 
standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards issued by the 
Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for County Fee Officials issued by the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from 
material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in 
the financial statement. The procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the 
assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial statement, whether due to fraud or error.

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the County 
Sheriff on the basis of the accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to 
demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting, which is 
a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting 
described in Note 1 and accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America, 
although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 

Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on 
U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does 
not present fairly, in accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of 
America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of December 31, 2013, or changes 
in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the 
revenues, expenditures, and excess fees of the County Sheriff for the year ended December 31, 2013, in 
accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky as described in Note 1.

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As warm-season plants in 
the pasture naturally begin to 
die back, cool-season weeds 
will sprout: chickweed, hen- 
bit and purple deadnettle will 
fill the voids. Other weeds 
such as buttercup and musk 
thistle will likely be more 
prevalent in the next spring. 

One option to tackle weed 
problems is to apply broadleaf 
pasture herbicides in mid to 
late fall or early next spring. 
However, herbicides alone 
may not be the best solution 
to revitalize pastures for the 
next grazing season. 

The first step to determin¬ 
ing your weed management 
options is to do a critical 
evaluation of pasture fields. 
Not only do you need to take 
an inventory of the current 
weeds present, but you also 
need to scout the field to look 
for any developing weed prob¬ 
lems in their seedling growth 
stages. Identify areas of the 
field with potential problems 
such as musk or other biennial 
thistles, poisonous hemlock, 
buttercup and common 
chickweed. Also, you should 
assess the growth of desirable 
forage grasses and legumes. 

Your primary question 
then becomes—does the 
existing stand of desirable for¬ 
ages appear adequate and 
potentially competitive 
enough against any emerging 
weed problems? If the forage 
stand is acceptable and weed 
pressure is light, the best 
course of action likely is to 
follow routine pasture man¬ 
agement practices. However, 
if you see developing weed 
problems, you may want to 
take action to begin correcting 
the problem. In some cases, 
you may have no good solu¬ 
tions to correct all your weed 
problems. Here are some 
points to consider as you 
make those decisions. 

After you evaluate the pas¬ 
ture, you must decide whether 
to drill or overseed more for¬ 
ages into existing pasture to 
improve the stand of desirable 
forage grasses or to spray her¬ 
bicides to control emerging 
broadleaf weeds. You will not 
be able to do both at the same 
time since most pasture herbi¬ 
cides have the potential to 
injure newly emerging forage 


grasses or legumes. 

For pasture herbicides that 
contain only two, 4-D, gen¬ 
eral recommendations are to 
wait four to six weeks after 
spraying before reseeding for¬ 
age crops. Other broadleaf 
herbicides may require wait¬ 
ing six months or more 
between the application and 
seeding forage legumes; make 
sure and check the label of the 
specific herbicide product you 
use. As a general rule of 
thumb, if you decide to spray 
this fall, you will need to wait 
until next spring before seed¬ 
ing additional forages. If you 
reseed first, then you should 
wait until the new seedlings 
have well-established root sys¬ 
tems before applying herbi¬ 
cides. It’s important to note 
that anytime you use broad¬ 
leaf herbicides, you’ll likely 
kill any clovers or other desir¬ 
able legumes in the treated 
areas. 

One alternative to consid¬ 
er in some situations is using a 
total-pasture renovation tech¬ 
nique to control or suppress 
growth of the weedy vegeta¬ 
tion followed by interseeding 
more forage grasses or 
legumes. This assumes that 
you don’t need the field for 
grazing animals until the 
newly seeded forages become 
well established. In this 
approach, you apply an herbi¬ 
cide product containing either 
paraquat or glyphosate to 
“burn back” or kill all existing 
vegetation before reseeding. 
Since paraquat and glyphosate 
have no soil-residual activity, 
you can immediately inter¬ 
seed desirable forages into the 
soil after herbicide applica¬ 
tion. 

Yet another course of 
action is a “wait and see” 
approach. But, keep in mind 
that weeds are much easier to 
control when they are small 
and immature. Although you 
have several options to con¬ 
sider for managing weed 
problems in the fall, few of 
these options are viable with¬ 
out some badly needed rain¬ 
fall.

You can reduce your ener¬ 
gy use and lower your energy 
costs by changing your behav¬ 
iors. Two simple changes to 
make are turning off lights 
when you leave a room and 
lowering the thermostat on 
your water heater to 120 


degrees Fahrenheit. 

Other behavior-based 
energy use depends on what 
products you use in your 
home. An Energy Star® labeled 
product is designed to meet 
strict energy use guidelines. 
These products will use less 
energy than products without 
the label. When replacing or 
shopping for new appliances 
or electronic items, look for 
the Energy Star® label. 
Remember, the cost of any 
product has three compo¬ 
nents: the purchase price, the 
cost to use the product and 
the pollution generated by the 
product. 

Your utility company may 
provide rebates for energy effi¬ 
ciency improvements. State 
tax credits are available for 
qualifying improvements. The 
Kentucky Housing Corpora¬ 
tion, through Kentucky Home 
Performance, has a limited¬ 
time offer for special low- 
interest financing for energy 
efficiency improvements.

Please take notice that Duke Energy Kentucky, Inc. has applied to the Kentucky Public 
Service Commission for approval to revise its Demand Side Management (DSM) rate for electric 
service and gas service for residential and commercial customers and add new products for its 
DSM program available to customers. Duke Energy Kentucky’s current monthly DSM rate for 
residential gas customers is $0.054918 per hundred cubic feet (ccf) and for non-residential gas 
customers is $0.000000 per hundred cubic feet. Duke Energy Kentucky’s current monthly DSM 
rate for residential electric customers is $0.003062 per kilowatt-hour (kWh) and for non- 
residential customers is $0.001128 per kilowatt-hour for distribution service and $0.000848 per 
kilowatt-hour for transmission service. 

Duke Energy Kentucky seeks approval to revise these rates as follows: Duke Energy 
Kentucky’s monthly DSM rate for residential gas customers would increase to $0.055020 per 
hundred cubic feet and for non-residential gas customers would remain at $0.000000 per hundred 
cubic feet. Duke Energy Kentucky’s monthly DSM rate for residential electric customers would 
increase to $0.003094 per kilowatt-hour and for non-residential customers would increase to 
$0.001249 per kilowatt-hour for distribution service and would remain at $0.000848 per kilowatt- 
hour for transmission service. 

The rate contained in this notice is the rate proposed by Duke Energy Kentucky. 
However, the Public Service Commission may order a rate to be charged that differs from this 
proposed rate. Such action may result in a rate for consumers other than the rate in this notice. 
The foregoing rates reflect a proposed increase in electric revenues of approximately $329 
thousand or 0.10% over current total electric revenues and an increase of $6 thousand or 0.01% 
over current gas revenues. 

A typical residential gas customer using 70 ccf in a month will see an increase of $0.01 or 
0.01%. A typical residential electric customer using 1000 kWh in a month will see an increase of 
$0.03 or 0.03%. A typical non-residential electric customer using 40 kilowatts and 14,000 kWh 
will see an increase of $01.69 or 0.13%. Non-residential gas customers and non-residential 
electric customers served at transmission voltage will see no change in their bills from this 
application. 

Any corporation, association, body politic or person may by motion within thirty (30) 
days after publication or mailing of notice of the proposed rate changes, submit a written request 
to intervene to the Public Service Commission, 211 Sower Boulevard, P.O. Box 615, Frankfort, 
Kentucky 40602, and shall set forth the grounds for the request including the status and interest of 
the party. The intervention may be granted beyond the thirty (30) day period for good cause 
shown. Written comments regarding the proposed rate may be submitted to the Public Service 
Commission by mail or through the Public Service Commission’s website.
